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Introduction 


This is a guide to the log-books and sea journals in the collections of Maine 
Maritime Museum. All manuscript (hand-written or typed) volumes with regular or 
irregular daily entries which describe voyages on vessels are included. There are log¬ 
books of merchant cargo vessels, passenger vessels, fishing vessels and yachts, and 
personal journals kept by seamen, officers, passengers, and captains' wives and other 
family members. Both sailing vessels and engine-powered vessels are included. 


What is a log-book? 

A log-book is the official record of a vessel's voyages. It is generally, but not 
always, kept by the vessel's mate, also called the first officer. Log-books usually docu¬ 
ment more than one voyage, and may cover a span of years. They may be written into a 
form, printed for the purpose and sold by seaport stationers, or may be written in a blank 
book, blank ledger form, or on blank sheets of paper sewn together and stitched into a 
sailcloth cover. The term "log-book 1 * dates back at least to 1679, and derives from the use 
of a log or log-line for determining a vessel's speed. 


What is a sea journal? 

For the purposes of this guide, a sea journal will be considered to be a diary of a 
sea voyage or voyages. It is a less formal document than a log-book, although it may 
contain much of the same sort of information. Most significantly, it is a personal docu¬ 
ment, meant to be kept by the author or sent to a relative or friend to read. Although still 
intended as a record of a voyage, the journal or diary often has less shiphandling detail and 
more subjective commentary on the vessel, her people, and the places visited. It may be 
written in a printed diary form or in a blank book, or may even take the form of a long 
letter on loose sheets. Maine Maritime Museum has diaries kept by captains, officers, 
crew members, passengers, and captains' wives and other family members. 


How is a log-book kept? 

"In the Steerage, or fame convenient Place of the Ship hangeth a Table called the 
Log-Board, divided into 5 Columns; wherein are written the Hours of the Day. Courfes 
fteered. Knots. &c. veered out; and laftly the Winds. ... 

"The Day begins and ends at Noon; that is, from Noon to Noon is the Length of 
the Day. 

"Every Day at Noon the Log-board ought to be copied into a Log-Book ruled like 
the Log-board: Then muft be caft up how much the ship hath failed on each Courfe".

So James Atkinson, Sr., began his description of how to keep a log-book in 1765. 
Based solidly in tradition, with a few innovations and improvements, Atkinson's results 
would have been instantly recognizable (and usable) to mariners a century later, or two. 
His adminition to provide "a Folio Book of 2, 3, or 4 Quire of large Paper and let it be 
ruled like the Log-Board" was evidently heeded at least into the 1820s, to judge from 
examples in Maine Maritime Museum's collections, carefully and strongly sewn into 
sailcloth covers with neat stitches of tarred line. One of Atkinson's sample pages looked 
like this:

You will notice that P.M. comes before A.M. in the sea day. This was in defer¬ 
ence to the usual sun sight at noon, making noon the time when the ship's position was 
known most exactly, and thus a good time to wrap up a day's calculations. If the log- 
keeper continued the journal while in harbor, he would need to end the voyage and begin 
the next with days of 12 or 36 hours to account for the change from "sea time" to "civil 
time" and back again. 

The column headed "H" lists the Hours of the day, indicating when various events 
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took place. In the eighteenth century it was considered adequate to note the speed every 
two hours, except for warships and the quasi-naval British East Indiamen. All vessels but 
fishermen and smaller coasters ultimately took to heaving the log (determining their speed) 
on an hourly basis, as can be seen in most nineteenth-century log-books. 

"K" indicates Knots, units of speed equal to one nautical mile (about 1.15 statute 
miles) per hour. The column marked "F" refers to Fathoms, in the sense of a fraction of a 
knot. Because of initial uncertainty about the actual length of a nautical mile, there was 
disagreement regarding the number of fathoms appropriate to a knot. Atkinson in 1765 
said the usual practice alloted seven fathoms to a knot; he proposed changing this to ten. 

In 1842, the 13 th edition of Bowditch's New American Practical Navigator also preferred 
ten fathoms to a knot, but stated that some navigators were marking this column HK for 
Half-Knots. Actually, the use of half-knots began at least as early as 1759. This practice 
is evident in logs in the Museum's collections. It is also evident that many log-keepers 
never bothered to use this column, no matter what it was called. An 1852 edition of J. W. 
Norie's A Complete Epitome of Practical Navigation indicates that English navigators still 
used eight fathoms at that date. 

The next column, headed "C" or "Courses", indicated the courses steered by the 
vessel, hour by hour. Another, marked "Wind and Weather" or (more usually) "Winds", 
records the directions from which the winds blew during the day. 

These five columns would take up half the width of a page in the log-book. The 
other half would be taken up with remarks: the date, details of weather and shiphandling, 
landmarks, vessels seen, notable events, and a determination of the vessel's position. 
Notable events were generally considered to be anything that would have a financial or 
legal impact on the voyage: damage to the vessel; damage caused by the vessel or her 
people; injury, death or insubordination of crew members. 

By the mid-1800s, Bowditch and Norie both recommended another column - 
Leeway - with detailed instructions for calculating it. In practice, most log-keepers made 
little use of this column, even when it was printed in a log-book form. 

Many printed log-book forms of this period included all the extra blanks for 
comparing dead reckoning with observations, recording distance made good, barometer 
readings* and other items. In practice, few log-keepers used these beyond reckoning the 
latitude, and sometimes longitude. 

The log-board might be just a board, painted black, kept on a hook in steerage, or 
the cabin table, or in some other convenient place. Sometimes it was made of two pieces 
hinged to fold up like a book. It might be made of slate in a wooden frame, scored or 
otherwise marked in columns, and was often referred to as a log-slate. Notations were 
made in chalk, in any case, and wiped off when the figures were transferred to the log¬ 
book. 
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The log-book itself was kept in the aftercabin, and might spend much of its life in a 
tiny desk in the mate's stateroom. Below is an example of a log page from the 1842 
Bowditch:

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Why is a log-book kept? 

Careful calculation and recording of a vessel's position are clearly the most urgent 
reasons for keeping a log-book. However, there are other vital reasons, relating to the 
social and legal responsibilities of the people aboard the vessel in the course of the voyage. 

By long-standing maritime practice, it is the mate's duty to keep the log-book. By 
the mid-1800s, this duty was showing up as a responsibility in books on American mari¬ 
time law. The log was given equal weight with notorial instruments by law in some 
countries. Under United States law, the log was considered important recorded evidence 
in issues of general average, insurance, salvage, and other controversies in peace and 
wartime. 

It was customary for each watch officer to enter all things worthy of note on the 
log-slate during his watch. At the end of the day, the mate would copy it all into the log¬ 
book, with any corrections that the master wished to make. The mate was expected to 
"preserve his character as an independent journalist", but it is not clear from the available 
evidence how often this was possible. It was probably more common for a mate to start a 
separate, personal journal in the case of conflict with the master. 
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A proper entry in the log-book was considered indispensable evidence of a deser¬ 
tion. If the seaman wished to claim his wages after an alleged desertion, he could present 
evidence that contrdicted the log entry and occasionally win a case. However, the ship¬ 
master's claim that the deserter had forfeited his wages could not be upheld without the 
backing of a proper entry in the log and on the shipping articles. 

The log was a necessary part of the documentation of a vessel, especially in time of 
war. It might help to prove neutrality, or otherwise extricate the vessel from a sticky 
situation. On the other hand, a complex document like a log is hard to alter convincingly, 
and fabrications may be obvious proofs of guilt in some situations. 

British law was much more specific about which details a log-keeper was required 
to record. 

These issues of responsibility led to the practice of watch officers signing their 
portions of logs in the British Navy and aboard East Indiamen. A similar practice was 
adopted in many engine-room logs on American vessels.

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What is in each catalog entry in this guide? 


Each log-book and sea journal is described in the format shown below.

# This is an arbitrary number assigned to the log/joumal for cataloging purposes. 
This is the number to which you will be referred by the Expanded Index. 

Main entry This is the author or principal author of the volume. If the author's name 
has been deduced or otherwise supplied by the cataloger, it will be shown in 
[brackets]. The author's name is followed by birth and death years, if known. 

If the author is not identified, the title of the volume will be used as the Main 
entry, in bold type. 

Title This is whatever title has been given to a volume by its author. Thus, it may 

include spelling errors and may use the word "journal" even though the volume 
is an official log-book. If there is no title on the volume, one has been supplied by 
the cataloger and it is shown in [brackets]. The title is followed by the beginning 
and ending dates of the volume. 

Physical description This is the number of volumes being described (the number of 
written pages in parentheses), and the height of the volume in centimeters. If a 
volume is wider than it is tall, both dimensions are given. 

Biographical/historical note A paragraph briefly describing the life and career of the 
author, if known. This paragraph also describes the vessel or vessels aboard 
which the log or journal was kept, and the vessel's captain during the period 
recorded. The terms captain, master, shipmaster, and commander are all used 
here to mean sea captain. 

Scope & content note A paragraph describing the contents of the volume, 

including the ports touched at, cargoes carried, and other items of special note. 
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Additional physical form available If the volume is available in another format, such as 
a typed transcript or microfilm, it will be noted here. 

Provenance/source A note regarding how and when the Museum acquired the volume. 

Accession # This number ties the log-books and journals to files of information 

concerning their acquisition by the Museum. With the accession number may also 
be a call number to help the library staff find the volume on the shelves. 

Finding aid/index note The index is at the end of this guide, for all the log-books 

and journals. A hand-written finding aid for each log or journal is available in the 
Museum's library. The finding aid will help the researcher to find the references 
in each volume to the names and other items found in the index. 

Condition description and other notes This is generally self-explanatory. Of 

particular interest here may be an indication that there is other manuscript material 
in the Museum's library which relates to the volume being described, its author, or 
to the vessel aboard which the log-book or journal was kept. 


How to use this guide 

The simplest way to use this guide is to start with the Expanded Index (page 57), 
looking for people, vessels, places, things or subjects which interest you. The index will 
refer you to the catalog entries for the log-books or journals which contain mention of or 
information on the subject. The catalog entry should help you decide whether you wish to 
examine the volume itself. The author/title list will help you to quickly find a volume that 
you already know is in the collection. 

Please note: for the purposes of this guide, the words captain, commander, master, 
and shipmaster are used synonymously.

The ship A. J. Fuller, 1849 tons, was launched in 
1881 by John McDonald at the Bath (ME) shipyard of her primary owner, Benjamin Flint of 
Flint & Co., New York. While working in the Alaskan salmon industry under subsequent 
owners, she was run down and sunk while at anchor off Seattle (WA) in 1918. 

The journal constitutes a private record of three voyages around Cape Horn in A. J. 
Fuller (Ship): from San Francisco (CA) to New York carrying wine and general cargo, to San 
Francisco with pig iron, and to New York with barley. The last was apparently the vessel's 
fastest passage on that route. Although weather conditions and position determinations 
dominate, the journal contains information on cargo handling and mentions many vessels seen, 
the administration of lime juice, Mrs. Colcord traveling aboard, visit to Pitcairn Island.

This log was kept by mates aboard Scotia (Ship), primarily by Oscar L. Carr, and later 
by G. P. Allen. Scotia's captain at the time was Cyrus W. Oliver (1840-1904), born in 
Georgetown (ME). A son, W. T. Oliver, also became a captain. Scotia, 1098 tons, was built 
by Houghton Bros, in Bath (ME), 1865. She was sold to B.W. & H.F. Morse for use in the 
coal or ice trade, and foundered while under tow near Long Beach (NJ), 1893. 

This log records about eight voyages of Scotia (Ship), most between New Orleans 
(LA) and Le Havre (FRA), with some coastal travel in Europe and America. Cargo consisted 
mostly of pipe staves and cotton from New Orleans, and lumber and ballast from Le Havre.

Gahan (1840-1906) ofPhippsburg (ME) took command of Northampton, and Abraham 
Cummings Percy (1829-1887), formerly captain of Commodore Dupont (Bark) and 
Crescent City (Ship), joined him as mate. Percy, of Bath (ME), kept this log from 13 
November 1882 until the vessel was lost on a reef in the Bahamas in May 1883. 
Northampton, 983 tons, was built in 1852 by the Houghton Bros, at Bath (ME), and was the 
oldest vessel in their fleet when lost. 

This log, kept aboard Northampton (Ship), primarily records typical position and 
weather data with occasional references to ship activities, such as opening barrels of food or 
crew changes. One entry reads, "Found another boy stowed away in hold." The log starts 
during a voyage from Liverpool (ENG) to Bath (ME) and Bangor (ME). The ship then sails 
to New Orleans (LA) with ice, to Liverpool with cotton and staves, back to New Orleans with 
salt, and is lost while sailing to Liverpool with staves and cotton. The last entry details efforts 
made to preserve the ship after running aground on Molasses Shoals in Bahamas. Most of the 
cargo was removed before she broke up.

At the time 
of this log, her master was Capt. George H. Larrabee (1835-1891) of Bath (ME), who joined 
the ship in August 1881. Because of severe weather and the poor condition of the vessel, the 
officers on this voyage sought a safe haven. A month after arriving in St. Thomas (VIU), the 
vessel was condemned. The ship was later purchased at auction and refitted under British flag 
at Halifax (NVS). 

The log records weather conditions and the deterioration of the ship Virginia before 
making St. Thomas (VIU). The cargo, intended for Bremen (GER), was tobacco, cotton, and 
staves. On 4 December 1883 the log indicates the officers decided to turn back, and they 
arrived in St. Thomas on 20 December, 57 days from New Orleans (LA). After discharging 
the cargo, the crew was paid oflf on 20 January 1884.

Parthia, 2495 tons, was built by the Houghtons at their yard in Bath (ME) in 1890 and was 
the last and largest of their fleet. On her fifth voyage around Cape Horn, in 1895, she was 
abandoned at sea after her coal cargo caught fire. 

This volume is a private record, an abstract log, kept aboard Parthia (Ship) by Capt. 
Edward L. Carter of a voyage from New York to San Francisco (CA), with a stop in Hamp¬ 
ton Roads (VA) to repair storm damage. About seven weeks are missing, between 24 June 
and 7 August, when Capt. Carter was ill and unable to come up on deck. The mate put the 
ship in to Valparaiso (CHL) to obtain medical attention for the Captain, who eventually felt 
better and continued his log entries until arriving in San Francisco.

Capt. Jarvis Patten was bom in Bowdoinham (ME) and lived much of his life in Bath 
(ME), until he was appointed the first U.S. Commissioner of Navigation in 1884. He died in 
Washington (DC). He was the fourth captain of Falcon (Ship), 813 tons, built by G.F. & J. 
Patten at Bath (ME) in 1849. Falcon was lost off Cape Breton (NVS) while under Capt. 
Patten's command, in 1857. 

This private journal records weather and position data for 18 voyages of Falcon 
(Ship), along with general comments and observations by Capt. Patten. Voyages are in 
coastwise or European trade, carrying primarily cotton, coal, wheat, staves, and salt. Pro¬ 
blems with tugboats, crew, and weather are mentioned, as well as cargo data, loss of a seaman 
overboard, and many vessels sighted. In 1855 the Captain visited the site of "Ancient Troy", 
and the "reputed tombs of Achilles & Hector". The volume closes with the stranding of the 
vessel and the subsequent sale of the wreck.

He may have been a mate or a 
seaman during the voyages documented in the journal. Leonidas (Brig) of Kennebunk (ME) 
was commanded on this voyage by Capt. Clement Lord of the same town, who died in New 
Orleans (LA) in 1825. The 352-ton Caroline (Ship), built 1811 by Charles Clapp at Bath 
(ME), was commanded by Capt. John Gisby at the time of the voyage documented here, and 
Zeno (Schooner), 149 tons, was built 1811 in Yarmouth (ME) and commanded on this 
voyage by Capt. Easton. 

This journal records one voyage aboard each of three vessels: Leonidas (Brig), 
Caroline (Ship), and Zeno (Schooner). Entries are not daily and do not have complete 
weather and position data. The voyages were New Orleans (LA) to Boston (MA), Boston to 
New Orleans, and New Orleans to New York. No cargoes are specified. On July 19, 1821, 
Abbot notes the death of seaman Jotham Jefferds aboard Leonidas. This is confirmed in the 
Aug. 14, 1821 Eastern Argus. The center and end of the volume contain several poems or 
songs and a story. Two drawings are pasted inside the front board.

(1843-1884), and daughter Hilda (1879-1884). He commanded the Wade for all but one of 
its voyages.

This log records voyages aboard Levi C. Wade (Ship). In addition to weather and 
position notations, Capt. Bagley made regular notes on the conditions of injured sailors and 
on his wife and daughter, who sailed with him.

The 
Kelley was built in 1883 at the Goss & Sawyer shipyard in Bath (ME); at the time she was 
built she was second in size only to Great Republic. The Kelley was wrecked in the Falk¬ 
land Islands in 1899. 

This volume is a personal journal kept aboard John R. Kelley (Ship), but contains 
some weather and position observations. The voyages documented are from Philadelphia 
(PA) to Kobe (JPN) with case oil, to San Francisco (CA) with coal, to Liverpool (ENG) with 
wheat, and to Philadelphia with ballast. The vessel then loads case oil and rosin for another 
voyage to Kobe. Significant events include various seamen hurt, sick, and died; visit to 
Pitcairn Island; threatened arrest of ship.

Merrill E. Hodgdon (1846-?) of Boothbay (ME) was the first commander of the 359-ton 
Carrie A. Norton (Three-mast schooner) and was in command at the beginning and end of 
this volume. During the course of this log-book, however, Capt. Hodgdon became ill and was 
replaced briefly by Capt. Dennis M. Roberts (1837-1898) and a Capt. Mclntire. The Norton, 
named for Capt. Hodgdon's wife, was built in Bath (ME) in 1882 by Adams & Hitchcock for 
George M. Adams. She changed hands several times before being stranded in 1910 at False 
Cape (VA). 

The log-book covers one year of coastal voyages in Carrie A. Norton (Three-mast 
schooner); cargoes mentioned are cotton, coal, and lumber. Ports visited include Philadelphia

He was influential in the early settlement of Glocester (RI) and ran a public house in 
the village of Chepachet (RI). The details of Nelly (Sloop) are not known, but the indications 
are that at the time of this voyage she was old, or at least in poor condition. She likely was 
owned in Rhode Island, which had substantial trading ties with Surinam at the time of this 
voyage. 

This log documents a voyage from Surinam to Providence (RI) in Nelly (Sloop), with 
a cargo of molasses. There are many illegible parts of the log, and confusing use of archaic 
terms, but also many interesting details. The poor condition of the vessel, the rationing of 
food on the long (59-day) voyage, the occupations of the seven members of the crew, and the 
details of taking soundings are all mentioned.

(ME) by Charles Murray for Lowe's father-in-law, Nehemiah Baker (1807-1862). She 
stranded at Milbridge (ME) in 1908. The 39-ton Fairy Forest (Schooner) of Westport 
(ME)(in 1862) was built in Georgetown (ME) in 1860 for Silas Bailey, Jr. Captain Thomas 
Sewall, in command when Jewett was aboard, was Fairy Forest's first master. This schooner 
was out of service by 1884. 

This is a personal diary, kept in a printed diary form, which includes much information 
on coasting and fishing vessels of the Georgetown/Westport (ME) area as well as the records 
of the coasting voyages on Julia Baker and the fishing voyages on Fairy Forest. The Baker 
sailed from Bath (ME) to Fort Monroe (VA) with lumber, from the Little Annemesset River 
(?) (MD) to New York with oysters, and was preparing to load Army horses when Jewett left 
her. Signing on Fairy Forest in April, Jewett fished aboard her along the nearby coast as well 
as traveling to Shelburne (NVS), Bank Orphan, and Prince Edward Bank. He was briefly in 
command of her. There are many personal references, details of life at home as well as aboard 
vessels, names of other crew members, mention of runaway slaves, and mention of vessels 
sighted. The bottom of most entries has a famous military or religious anniversary for that 
day. There are poems, as well as a later list of Jewett's classmates and their deaths.

Mrs. Bagley kept a detailed, but not daily, account of her voyages aboard Levi C.

Arno was recorded only 
from 19 to 23 Apr. 1856? 1857? leaving Bath (ME) for Virginia. Independent sailed 7 Feb. 
1858 from Savannah (GA) for Matanzas Inlet (FL), loaded timber for Boston (MA), journal 
ends.
